The International Day for 
the Eradication of Poverty 
is this weekend, but in Ed¬ 
monton agencies like the 
Edmonton Social 
Planning Council (ESPC), 
United Way, and the Mus¬ 
tard Seed, work year- 
round to help low-income 
Edmontonians. 

The ESPC is a small or¬ 
ganization. But with five 
staff members and a volun¬ 
teer board of directors, the 
council is trying to make a 
bigger impact on Edmon¬ 
ton’s low income commu¬ 


nity. 

John Kolkman is the 
council’s research and poli¬ 
cy analysis co-ordinator. He 
said ESPC tries to do as 
much as they can with the 
resources they have avail¬ 
able. 

“We try to provide timely 
information about low in¬ 
come trends to the commu¬ 
nity,” Kolkman said. “You 
need to have timely and 
up-to-date information in 
order to make good deci¬ 
sions about improvements 
in social policy.” 

From the research that 
the council does, they 
make recommendations to 
all three levels of govern¬ 
ment on key issues affect¬ 
ing low-income Edmonto¬ 
nians. 

They hold public forums

and meetings, they do sur¬ 
veys, and as a council they 
reach out to the public on 
issues of low income. 

“We tiy to be as much of 
a resource as we can to 
service providing organiza¬ 
tions in the community,” 
Kolkman said. “The organi¬ 
zations that actually deliv¬ 
er the services to low in¬ 
come Edmontonians.” 

Nancy Critchley, a 
spokesperson for the Unit¬ 
ed Way said her organiza¬ 
tion does more than 


fundraise for the fight 
against poverty. 

“Yes, that’s what we do 
but we’re in it for the long 
term and sustainable 
change,” she said. 

“We’re in it for the today, 
tomorrow and forever.” 

Krista Ball is a spokesper¬ 
son for the Mustard Seed 
Church. She said whether 
you’re working on the 
street as a prostitute or 
simply having financial dif¬ 
ficulties because you lost 
your job, the Mustard Seed 
will feed you. 

“We want people to 
know they have a safe 
place to come eat with 
their family,” Ball said. 
“You just need to be hun¬ 
gry, and we have zero toler¬ 
ance for drugs and alcohol 
in our facility.” 


Premier, 
cabinet 
take cut 
in pay 

POLITICS Alberta Premier 
Ed Stelmach and his cabi¬ 
net are taking a pay cut. 

A government release 
says Stelmach is cutting 
his premier’s allowance by 
15 per cent, or just over 
$12,000 a year, effective 
immediately. 

Ministers are having 
their cabinet wages cut by 
10 per cent, which 
amounts to almost $6,400 
annually. 

“I met with cabinet... 
and I asked them to join 
me in terms of the salary 
reductions ... and they all 
agreed,” Stelmach told a 
Calgary radio call-in show 
on CHQR Thursday. 

Stelmach’s chief of staff, 
as well as the head of the 
provincial civil service, are 
also taking a 10 per cent 
cut. 

The province is facing a 
$ 7-billion deficit this year. 

Members of the legisla¬ 
ture voted to freeze their 
salaries in 2009-10, but on¬ 
ly after an increase last 
year that boosted their an¬ 
nual pay between $36,000 
and $39,000. 

The announcement 
came the morning after 
the premier’s televised ad¬ 
dress in which he said his 
Progressive Conservative 
government was freezing 
the wages of about 6,500 
senior civil servants for 
the next two years. 

He also suggested teach¬ 
ers, doctors, nurses and 
other public sector work¬ 
ers voluntarily forego 
increases for the next 24 
months.

Woman found dead 

Police treating downtown discovery as suspicious

Residents of a downtown 
highrise were left with 
unanswered questions af¬ 
ter a woman was found 
dead inside her suite 
Thursday morning. 

Officers were called to 
Rossdale House at 9825 - 
103 St. around 10 a.m., af¬ 
ter the body of a 28-year- 
old woman was discov¬ 
ered in her apartment by a 
family member. 

Police haven’t identified 
the woman or released 
any details surrounding 
the death, but are treating 
it as suspicious. 


Investigators remained 
parked outside the build¬ 
ing throughout the day. 

All residents who spoke 
with Metro were surprised 
by the news of the body’s 
discoveiy, and said they 
didn’t know the victim. 

Having lived in the 
building since July, resi¬ 
dent Logan Chamut said 
he hasn’t seen any signs of 
criminal activity during 
his tenure. 

“It’s not a bad building, 
really quiet,” he said. 
“Though I’ve lived down¬ 
town for three years and 
nothing surprises me any¬ 
more.” 

Rossdale Foods clerk 
Amol Patil echoed 


Chamut’s remarks, and 
said in the few months 
he’s worked for the build¬ 
ing’s ground-level conven¬ 
ience store, he’s felt safe. 

“I’ve never seen or 
heard of an 5 d:hing like this 
around here before,” he 
said. “It’s surprising.” 

Staff at Midwest Proper¬ 
ty Management were 
tight-lipped about the 
death and declined to 
comment Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

An autopsy was sched¬ 
uled for Friday. 

If ruled a homicide, the 
woman’s death would be 
the 20th of 2009. There 
were 22 homicides this 
time last year.

CHARITY Staff at Edmon¬ 
ton’s Food Bank are 
preparing for what could 
be a long, cold holiday sea¬ 
son after a year of skyrock¬ 
eting demand and the re¬ 
cent decision to pull the 
plug on its biggest winter 
donation drive. 

“We’re approaching this 
with cautious optimism,” 
Food Bank executive direc¬ 
tor Marjorie Bencz said 
Thursday. 

Edmonton Chamber of 
Commerce officials an¬ 
nounced a day earlier they 
were darkening the city’s 
annual winter festival. 
Bright Nights. The festival 
brings in 30,000 kilograms 
of food and $30,000 each 
year for the charity. 

The organization is 
strained, Bencz said, as de¬ 
mand has risen 70 per cent 
this year, and they’ve al-

ready spent 150 per cent of 
their annual food budget. 

“We used to be spending 
$2,000 a month on eggs. 
Now we’re spending 
$4,000,” she said. 

Despite current chal¬ 
lenges and the loss of the 
festival, organizers are 
finding ways to cope, she 
added. 

Plans are in develop¬ 
ment for a new Chamber- 
sponsored event to be held 
in November, and Food 
Bank officials will be 
reaching out to the com¬ 
munity for more support, 
Bencz said. 

“I think, over time, we’ll 
be OK,” Bencz said. “We 
have lots of support, and 
that relationship is still 
there.”

Harper says no to 
expanded info laws 

'We can do better' says federal privacy official 


The Harper government 
has quietly nixed 
recommendations to 
expand and modernize 
Canada’s access-to- 
information and privacy 
laws. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson’s rejection of re¬ 
forms to the 26-year-old 
laws sparked accusations 
Thursday that the Tories 
have reneged on campaign 
promises to bring trans¬ 
parency to the government. 

“The access system now 
does not work,” said 
Michel Drapeau, a lawyer 
and a leading expert on ac¬ 
cessing government docu¬ 
ments. “They appear to 
like it this way.” 


Tories lead polls 

• The federal Conservatives 
still hold a healthy lead over 
the Liberals, but remain 
well shy of majority territo¬ 
ry, a new poll suggests. 

Nicholson’s rejection 
was also greeted with dis¬ 
appointment by privacy 
experts, who warned the 
outdated Privacy Act does 
not cover modern tech¬ 
nologies, such as surveil¬ 
lance cameras and DNA 
samples. 

Nor does it give the pri¬ 
vacy commissioner any re¬ 
course to the courts when 
the government inappro¬ 


priately discloses personal 
information, no matter 
how serious the breach. 

“We’re veiy disappoint¬ 
ed, actually,” said Chantal 
Bernier, Canada’s assistant 
privacy commissioner. 
“While we agree with the 
minister that privacy is 
well protected in Canada, 
we feel we can do better.”

Italy denies Taliban bribes 


Italy and NATO on Thurs¬ 
day denied a newspaper 
report that Italian 
intelligence secretly paid 
the Taliban thousands of 
dollars to keep the peace 
in an Afghan area under 
Italian control. 

Prime Minister Silvio 
Berlusconi’s office called the 
report in the Times of Lon¬ 
don “completely ground¬ 
less.” The Italian defence 
minister denounced it as 
“rubbish” and said he want¬ 
ed to sue the newspaper. 

In Kabul, a U.S. 
spokesman for NATO forces 
in Afghanistan denied the 
allegations. “We don’t do 
bribes,” Col. Wajme Shanks 
said. “We don’t pay the in¬ 
surgents.”

“The article has unnamed 
sources, innuendo and hy¬ 
perbole,” Shanks said. “We 
see no evidence of any of 
the accusations.” 

The Times reported that 
Italy had paid “tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars” to Taliban 
commanders and warlords 
in the Surobi district, east of 
the capital, Kabul. The 
newspaper cited Western 
militaiy officials, including 


high-ranking officers at NA¬ 
TO, speaking on condition 
of anon 5 miity. 

It accused Rome of failing 
to inform its allies about the 
pa 5 nnents and of misleading 
the French, who took over 
the Surobi district in mid- 
2008, thinking the area was 
quiet and safe. Shortly after¬ 
ward, French troops were 
hit with an ambush that 
killed 10 soldiers and had 
significant political reper¬ 
cussions back in Paris. 

French Defence Ministry 
spokesman Christophe 
Prazuck said he had “no in¬ 
formation to confirm what 
has been written in the 
Times” and stressed that al¬ 
lied troops share informa¬ 
tion.

NOBEL Most members of the 
Norwegian Nobel Commit¬ 
tee initially argued against 
awarding the 2009 Peace

The paper said three of 
five members had 
objections during the early 
phases of the process, but 
were persuaded in favour of 
Obama by the chairman of 
the committee, former 
Prime Minister Thorbjoem 
Jagland. It cited anonymous 
sources for a rare leak of 
the committee’s work, 
meant to be kept secret for

Relief as boy was not in balloon 


COLORADO A six-year-old boy 
was found hiding in a card¬ 
board box in his family’s 
garage Thursday after being 
feared aboard a homemade 
helium balloon that hurtled 
80 kilometres through the 
sky on live television. 

The discoveiy marked a 
bizarre end to a saga that 
started when the giant sil¬ 
very balloon floated away 
from the family’s yard 
Thursday morning, spark¬ 
ing a frantic rescue opera¬ 
tion that involved military 
helicopters and briefly halt¬ 
ed some departures from 
Denver International Air¬ 
port. 

Then, more than two 
hours after the balloon gen¬ 
tly touched down in a field

with no sign of the boy. 
Sheriff Jim Alderden turned 
to reporters during a news 
conference, gave a thumbs 
up and said six-year-old Fal¬ 
con Heene was “at the 
house.”

The boy’s father, Richard 
Heene, said the family was 
tinkering with the balloon 
Thursday and that he scold¬ 


ed Falcon for getting inside 
the craft. He said Falcon’s 
brother saw him inside the 
compartment and that’s 
why they thought he was 
aboard the balloon when it 
launched. But the boy had 
fled to the garage, hiding in 
a cardboard box, at some 
point after the scolding. He 
was never in the balloon 
during its two-hour journey 
through two counties. 

“I yelled at him. I’m really 
Sony I yelled at him,” Heene 
said, choking up and hug¬ 
ging Falcon to him during a 
news conference. 

“I was in the attic and he 
scared me because he yelled 
at me,” Falcon said. “That’s 
why I went in the attic.”

According to the Canadi¬ 
an Council on Social Devel¬ 
opment, 3.4 million Cana¬ 
dians (11.2 per cent of the 
population) were living in 
poverty in 2004. Poverty 
rates were highest among 
children and youth under 
the age of 18. Child pover¬ 
ty is particularly distress¬ 
ing because it leads to a 
range of negative out¬ 
comes for the children, 
their families, and commu¬ 


nities. 

While in a time of eco¬ 
nomic crisis, it is critical to 
continue to support those 
agencies and centres assist¬ 
ing those most in need. 
The notion of “Band-Aid so¬ 
lutions” has now long been 
understood and has gained 
a negative connotation for 
just treating the symptoms 
of poverty and other social 
problems. Leading academ¬ 
ics, policy-makers, and 
front-line workers recog¬ 
nize the need for both ful¬ 
filling immediate needs of 
those in poverty and creat¬ 
ing long-term solutions to 
alleviate poverty. It is the

combination of both ap¬ 
proaches that will lead to 
stronger, healthier com¬ 
munities and, therefore, a 
greater quality of life for 
all Canadians. 

In advance of the holiday 
season there is the annual 
United Way-Centraide 
campaign (UW-C), run by 
the 118 United Ways-Cen- 
traides (UWs-Cs) across 
Canada. Next to govern¬ 
ments, United Way-Cen- 
traide is the largest hinder 
of social services in the 


country. Collectively, UWs- 
Cs raised upwards of $480 
million last year to be rein¬ 
vested in their communi¬ 
ties. 

The high-profile UW-C 
campaigns fulfil needs that 
otherwise would not be 
met. However, for the past 
few years, UWs-Cs have al¬ 
so been tackling the more 
challenging problem of re¬ 
ducing poverty. 

That’s why UW-C now fo¬ 
cuses energy and resources 
to creating “community 
impact.” Community im¬ 
pact is about achieving 
meaningful, long-term im¬ 
provements to quality of 


life in Canadian communi¬ 
ties. It’s about making fun¬ 
damental changes to com¬ 
munity conditions. 

UW-C understands how 
connected and interde¬ 
pendent we all are. Eveiy- 
one wins when a child is 
nourished, when families 
are financially independ¬ 
ent, and when all people 
have opportunities to live 
a good life. With each life 
that improves, eveiyone is 
strengthened — communi¬ 
ties are stronger.

Along with death and taxes, 
poverty seems to be some¬ 
thing that never goes away. 
No matter how wealthy a 
city is, there is always a seg¬ 
ment of its population that 
never seems able to rise 
above mere subsistence. 

You probably see some of 
those people eveiy day. 
They are the chronically 


homeless who die from ex¬ 
posure during our harsh 
winters. 

There is not a lot Edmon¬ 
ton alone can do for these 
people. Improving their lot 
in life is often determined 
by the funding for, and ef¬ 
fectiveness of, programs 
created by governments. 

However, along with the 
visible poor, there are many 
more individuals in need in 
this city who can easily es¬ 
cape our notice. These are 
the people who are referred 
to as the working poor. Re¬ 
gardless of what they do 
and how hard they work, 
for them, life is a continual 
battle to deal with having 


more money than month. 
These are the poor that Ed¬ 
monton can do something 
about. 

One of the major costs for 
all of us is housing. The city 
does not have the resources 
to create the kind of infra¬ 
structure needed to house 
eveiyone who needs help. 
What it can do is encourage 
high-density housing so va¬ 
cancy rates stay in the four 
per cent range. That’s the 
rate that keeps rental cost 
stable. It can also shepherd 
its financial resources wise¬ 
ly and well. Doing so would 
keep tax rates stable so in¬ 
creases are not flowed 
through to a renter who is 


already struggling to make 
ends meet. 

Many of the working 
poor are dependent upon 
transit. Ensuring that tax 
revenues are used efficient¬ 
ly would also ensure that 
those who need a bus to get 
to work during off-peak 
hours can do so. 

Studies show that the 
working poor do not always 
stay that way. If our city 
makes the services they 
need its highest priority, we 
can help them live better 
lives sooner.

135,182 in the third quarter 
of 2009, up 18 per cent 
from a year earlier and the 
most of any third quarter 
on record. 

It was also the biggest 
year-over-year gain since 
early 2002 — another sign 
Canada’s housing market is 
returning to health. 

The seasonally adjusted 
tally was 127,941 homes 
resold, up 12 per cent from

Canwest to 
be delisted 
from TSX 

TRADING Canwest Global 
Communications Corp. an¬ 
nounced Thursday it had 
received notice of 
delisting from the Toronto 
Stock Exchange effective 
at market close Nov. 13. 

Trading in Canwest 
shares, which sit at 23.5 
cents, is to remain 
suspended. The stock was 
halted Oct. 5 when 
Canwest filed for creditor 
protection under a moun¬ 
tain of debt.

2010 GAMES Every athlete 
who ascends the podium 
during the 2010 Games 
will take home a unique 
medal, Olympic organizers 
said Thursday morning 
during a medal unveiling 
at the Athletes’ Village. 

The design of each of 
1,014 gold, silver or bronze 
medals is taken from 
hand-cropped sections of 
two large works of West 
Coast art — an orca for the 
Ol 5 nnpics, a raven for Para¬ 
lympics. 

It means the designs, by 
local artist/designer Cor- 
rine Hunt, could be rough¬ 
ly recreated — if someone 
had the time to arrange 
the medals like a precious- 
metal jigsaw. 

“We wanted each piece 
to be completely unique,” 
said co-designer Omer Ar- 
bel. “We felt that, unlike 
other medals in other 
Games, it was important 
that each athlete take 
home a piece that was dif-

ferent than every other 
athlete.” 

Each medallist will also 
receive a silk scarf with the 
original art so they can see 
where their medal fits in 
the overall design. 

The medals are not flat, 
but gently undulated, “in¬ 
spired by ocean waves.” 
The Ol 5 mipic medals are 10 
centimetres in diameter 
and are circular in shape, 
while their Paralympic 
cousins are squared circles. 

At more than half a kilo¬ 
gram each, they are 
among the heaviest 
medals in Ol 5 nnpic history. 

“I thought there was no 
way we’d be able to repli¬ 
cate it,” said Stephane 
Ouellette, a machinist at 
the Royal Ganadian Mint. 

“Not a thousand times. 
Not a thousand times dif¬ 
ferent. ... But we didn’t 
have a choice. This is what 
they wanted and we had to 
work with it.”

winter. 

He emerged to conquer 
the alpine world. 

In all, Maier claimed 54 
World Cup victories, four 
overall World Cup titles, 
four Olympic medals, and 
three world champi¬ 
onships. 

Not bad for a castoff.

life to win at Kitzbuhel 
again.

Kitzbuhel has de¬ 
stroyed the dreams of the 
most physically sound 
skiers — much less those 
who have had their lives 
reconstructed as Maier 
had. 


“I would argue that it is 
the biggest comeback to 
gloiy of any athlete ever,” 
Todd Brooker noted. 
Brooker, one of the Crazy 
Canucks of the late 1970s 
and ’80s, also won at 
Kitzbuhel and suffered its 
devastation when a horrif¬ 
ic crash there hastened his 
retirement. 


“No one could ever say 
that Maier didn’t give it 
eveiything he had,” Brook¬ 
er continued. “He has been 
an example of steadfast de¬ 
termination to achieve a 
lifetime goal. His was to be 
the best ski racer on the 
planet.” 

Alpine Canada’s chief 
athletics officer. Max Gart¬ 


ner, is in agreement. Gart¬ 
ner who is Austrian born, 
first pointed to Maier as 
someone for Canadians to 
watch in 1996, the year 
The Herminator roared on¬ 
to the scene and started 
piling up wins as a 23-year- 
old.

Foxx and Butler are su¬ 
perstars of the moment 
and do a decent job with 
their roles, but never get a 
chance to stretch beyond 
pla 5 dng established charac¬ 
ter types. 

This was most likely a 
paycheck movie for both, 
but at least neither of 
them phoned in their per¬ 
formance. 

Director F. Gary Grey 
knows how to use the cam¬ 
era and stages a few eye¬ 
popping set pieces tailor 
made for MTV-raised audi¬ 
ences, but the movie never 
gels as a whole.

REVIEW Adapting a much- 
beloved children’s book in¬ 
to a feature film is no 
small task, especially when 
that book contains only 10 
sentences. 

In Spike jonze’s Where 
the Wild Things Are, the 
bare-bones story — recalci¬ 
trant Max (Max Records) is 
sent to his room by his ex¬ 


hausted mother (Gatherine 
Keener), only to escape to a 
fantasy realm filled with 
massive, unpredictable 
creatures who crown him 
their king — is still there. 

But there’s much more 
in the film. The fact that 
the line between fantasy 
and reality is so blurred is 
key in transporting the au¬ 
dience along with Max. Be¬ 
cause to him this is all veiy 
real, and it should be to us 
as well. The textures and vi¬ 
suals are rendered with 
striking clarity, thanks to 
some impressive scenic de¬ 
sign and camera-work. It 
doesn’t hurt that the cast 
voicing the looming, lurch¬ 
ing wild things is top- 
notch, including James 
Gandolfini, Gatherine 


O’Hara, Ghris Gooper, Lau¬ 
ren Ambrose and Forest 
Whitaker. 

But the movie rests on 
the slight shoulders of new¬ 
comer Records. It’s a lot to 
ask of a kid, but Records is 
a natural, channeling 
Jonze’s vision beautifully. 

Of course, the downside 
to adapting such a famous 
work is that everyone com¬ 
ing in has their own expec¬ 
tations and attachments to 
the stoiy. As the filmmak¬ 
ers have made clear, this is¬ 
n’t a children’s movie. It’s a 
movie about childhood. 
And childhood is messy.

through the bustling 
streets and then a possible 
romantic option as her 
husband’s absence drags 
on. 

The Brief Encounter set¬ 
up and evocation of vaca¬ 
tion time-melancholy 
clearly recall Lost in Trans¬ 
lation. But while Nadda 
lacks Sofia Coppola’s off¬ 


hand visual sophistication, 
she’s also a more mature 
filmmaker, with no stom¬ 
ach for poor-little-rich-girl 
affectations. 

Clarkson may be play¬ 
ing an outsider, but it’s 
clear that Nadda has a 
feeling for the city and its 
rh 5 d:hms that elides sim¬ 
ple exoticism, and ace cin¬ 
ematographer Luc Mont¬ 
pellier locates a textural 
sweet spot pitched be- 
witchingly between glit¬ 
tering and gritty. 

Perhaps Cairo Time isn’t 
much more than a good- 
looking, well-acted con¬ 
temporary romantic dra¬ 
ma, but that’s fine: Its 
modesty is becoming.

Mangan plays Nice 

Vancouver singer-songwriter writes about what he knows

For Dan Mangan, the 
times are a-changin*.

Mangan points to Ron 
Sexsmith for inspiration, 
especially his observation 
that the goal of writing 
should be to find a unique 
take on an old theme.

2 loaves (1 lb/500 g each) 
frozen bread dough, 
thawed 

2 tbsp (25 ml) Dijon mus¬ 
tard 

1/2 cup (125 ml) grated 

Parmesan cheese, divided 

1/4 lb (125 g) pastrami, 

finely chopped 

1/4 lb (125 g) pepperoni, 

finely chopped 

1/4 lb (125 g) hard salami, 

finely chopped 

1 cup (250 ml) shredded 

Swiss cheese 

1 egg, beaten 

METHOD: 

1. Roll each loaf of bread 
into 12-in. x 7-in. (30.5 cm 
X 18 cm) rectangle. Spread 
mustard to within 1 in. 
(2.5 cm) of edges. Sprinkle 
each with 2 tbsp (25 ml) 


Parmesan cheese. 

2. Combine pastrami, pep¬ 
peroni, salami and Swiss 
cheese; sprinkle over 
dough. Top with 
remaining Parmesan. 
Brush edges of dough with 
egg. Roll up jelly-roll style, 
beginning with long side. 
Seal edge and ends. 

3. Place seam side down 
on greased baking sheet;
